End  of  an  Era. . . 

Progress  Replaces  North  Building 


The  last  days  of  May  mark  the  end  of  an 
era.  May  is  the  last  month  the  North  building 
will  stand. 

As  this  building  is  torn  down  it  will  be  re- 
placed by  one  housing  the  College  of  Business. 
Progress  is  good,  yet  many  students  will  feel  a 
tinge  of  sentiment  as  they  see  the  old  being 
done  away. 

Memories  of  rushing  from  the  Brimhall  to 
the  North  building  to  attend  a class  aren’t  easi- 
ly wiped  out.  Nor  are  the  thrills  of  doing  well 
in  a typing  or  shorthand  test  there.  These  form 
a part  of  the  heritage  of  some  students  who 
have  been  around  awhile. 

NEED  MODERN  FACILITIES 

Certainly  no  one  doubts  the  need  for  the 
new  Business  Building.  Housed  in  the  archaic 
North  they  suffered  poor  ventilation,  creaking 
floors,  walls  that  failed  to  muffle  outside 
sounds,  and  the  muddy  lot  in  front. 

It  is  fitting  that  the  College  of  Business  be 
given  a home  equal  to  other  colleges. 

Construction  of  the  Business  structure  will 
begin  shortly  before  demolition  of  the  North. 
It  will  be  located  about  730  feet  north  of  the 
Eyring  Science  Center. 

Its  oblong  structure  will  stretch  another 
312  feet  north  and  the  front  will  face  toward 
Y mountain.  Landscaping  will  consist  of  sev- 
eral trees  and  an  elevated  terrace  garden. 

Though  architecture  of  the  new  edifice  bears 
a general  relation  to  the  McKay  and  'Family 


Living  Center  buildings,  it  features  outstand- 
ing differences. 

Its  most  notable  feature  is  the  large  case 
study  classroom  patterned  after  the  one  at 
Harvard  Graduate  Business  School. 

In  addition  it  will  have  several' amphithe- 
ater-type classrooms.  Parking  space  which  the 
building  wil  occupy  will  have  to  be  compen- 
sated for  by  the  opening  of  new  parking  area. 

The  destiny  of  this  university  demands  these 
leaps  of  progress.  It  should  result  in  pressure 
being  lessened  on  existing  facilities,  and  make 
room  for  the  increased  enrollments  expected. 

LEAVES  NOSTALGIC  MEMORIES 

Students  who  recall  the  thrill  they  felt  when 
the  Smith  Family  Living  Center  or  other  recent 
buildings  were  completed  will  hail  this  move  as 
a significant  step  forward  in  BYU’s  expansion 
program. 

They  will  feel  gratitude  to  the  General  Au- 
thorities for  authorizing  it,  and  look  forward 
to  additional  pleasant  surroundings. 

This  progress  is  wonderful,  and  future 
crowds  of  Cougars  will  little  think  of  the  fallen 
North  Building.  And  yet,  despite  its  many 
faults,  this  building  has  been  educational  home 
to  thousands  of  students. 

Ever  since  World  War  II  its  three  long 
“fingers”  have  been  a part  of  the  Y tradition. 
It  has  a place  in  the  memories  of  many,  and 
the  hearts  of  some.

West  Won’t 

LONDON  — (UPI)  — Soviet 
Premier  Nikita  Khruchchev 
charged  in  a speech  Tuesday  in 
Albania  that  the  Western  powers 
were  deliberately  avoiding 
reaching  an  agreement  on  the 
German  problem  at  the  Geneva 
Foreign  Ministers’  conference, 
Radio  Moscow  reported. 

Khrushchev  repeated  his  ear- 
lier statements  that  the  Soviet 
Union  would  sign  a peace  treaty 
with  East  Germany  if  no  Ge- 
neva agreement  was  reached. 

Radio  Moscow  said  the  Soviet 
leader  made  the  comments  in  a 
speech  at  the  Stalin  Textile  Mill 
Combine  in  Tirana,  the  Alban- 
ian capital,  where  he  began  a 
13-day  visit  Tuesday. 

West  Won’t  Cooperate? 

Khrushchev  told  the  textile 
workers  that  “It  can  be  seen 
that  they  (the  Western  powers) 
do  not  want  to  reach  agreement 
while  the  Soviet  stand  testifies 
to  the  exact  opposite,”  the  Eng-

iisfi  language  broadcast  said. 

“If  we  do  not  succeed  in  reach- 
ng  an  agreement  on  signing  a 
peace  treaty  with  both  parts  of 
Germany  . . . then  we  shall  sign 
a peace  treaty  with  the  GDR 
(German  Democratic  Republic) 
alone,”  the  Soviet  leader  said. 

Radio  Moscow  said  that  Khru- 
shchev told  the  Albanians  that 
Russia  would  seek  to  sign  a sep- 
arate treaty  with  West  Germany 
as  well. 

In  his  speech,  Khrushchev  re- 
ferred to  the  John  Foster  Dulles 
as  a “distinguished  politician,” 
the  broadcast  said. 

Khrushchev  also  made  a brief 
attack  against  the  Italian  Gov- 
ernment for  accepting  Western 
missile  bases.  He  suggested  that 
the  Balkan  countries  should  be- 
come a “peninsula  of  peace,” 
Radio  Moscow  reported.  • 

Khrushchev  charged  that  It- 
aly and  Greece  were  taking  steps 
“not  conducive  to  peace.” 


Says  Russia 

Reached  Secret  Agreements 

Communist  reports  from  Al- 
bania, meanwhile,  said  that  the 
visiting  Soviet  Premier  and  his 
Albanian  hosts  had  reached  “full 
agreement”  on  all  subjects  of 
their  secret  talks. 

The  Albanian  news  agency  re- 
ports from  Tirana  did  not  re- 
veal what  was  discussed  in  the 
talks  with  Khrushchev. 

Communist  sources  have  low- 
ered an  Iron  Curtain  over  the 
Soviet  chief’s  Albanian  visit. 
Western  sources  feared  it  may 
herald  a shift  in  Moscow’s  cold 
war  strategy. 

Tonight’s  Albanian  news  agen- 
cy report  merely  announced 
“full  agreement  on  all  problems 
of  the  agenda  of  the  Tirana 
talks.” 

The  satellite  Communist  agen- 
cy said  the  meetings  which  be- 
gan late  Tuesday  continued  in 
“an  atmosphere  of  friendship 
and  sincere  cordiality.”
